SIGHT WITHOUT SEEING 


DEAR KATIE BELL: 

For a long time I have been trying to tell adults, 
that is, grown-up folks, what the World Com¬ 
munity has come to mean to me and what I think 
it ought to mean to them. Many have been inter¬ 
ested but they have said that I ought to make the 
matter plainer. 

So that is what I am going to try to do. But in¬ 
stead of talking to them just now, I am going to 
write to you. Your mind is not so cluttered up with 
lots of other things as their’s. 

You are ten years old, aren’t you? Well, then I 
can perhaps be excused for saying what I say very 
simply. Older people might think I was talking 
"child-talk” to them if I wrote to them, simply. Yet 
we are all children, and all have need of simple 
words to get hold of the great truths of life. I 
should enjoy helping you understand words better, 
and to better understand the whole world in which 
you live. Indeed that is my hope: that you may 
see and better understand this world. And, helping 
you, perhaps I shall help others, too. 

Now Katie Bell, there are two ways of seeing, 
without seeing. (That’s what’s called a paradox .) 
One way to see without seeing is to have actual 
scenes or views before you and yet not be aware of 
them. The other way is the way of persons who 
travel the whole world over without leaving their 
own front porch or their living room. They see the 
world sometimes better than the so-called "globe¬ 
trotters,” who in many instances are blind. Mark 
you, even the really blind people often see fliore 
than some people with eyes. 

Let me tell you a story to illustrate. It is about 
a young man who didn’t see the actual view before 
him. He was walking with a young woman whose 
favor he was seeking. Their walk was in the foot¬ 
hills of the city of San Francisco and their view 
covered both the city and the Golden Gateway into

the great Pacific ocean. 

It was the sunset hour. The young man noticed 
that the girl’s attention was diverted from him. She 
was looking westward. She had the appearance of 
seeing something wonderfully beautiful. 

"What is it you see?” he asked. 

"Why, the sunset,” she replied, "isn’t it simply 
gorgeous?” He turned his eyes toward the western 
sky and presently responded, "It is pretty.” 

Nothing was spoken by either of them for a 
while. His remark that it was "pretty” seemed to 
the girl so casual and uncertain. She wondered what 
kind of a young person this really could be, if he 
could witness such a sight and be so obviously un¬ 
impressed. 

After a brief period she turned in his direction. 
He was gazing at the sky. She thought his face 
seemed to reflect some appreciation of the glory. 
In a moment, without lifting his eyes from the sun¬ 
set he admitted to her something almost unbeliev¬ 
able: 

"That is the first sunset I ever saw!” 

Katie Bell, many people go through life just like 
that. They are surrounded by things interesting and 
beautiful, sometimes dangerous even terrible, but 
are as dead to them as dogs. They have eyes but 
they don’t see. 

Let me tell you another story. 

A young fellow was walking along a country road 
carrying a camera. He seemed to be searching for 
something. And he was. Everywhere, anywhere, he 
was in quest of something beautiful to photograph. 
Pretty soon a farmer overtook him, driving a team 
of great big farm horses. He invited the young man 
to get up on his high wagon and ride. The con¬ 
versation turned upon the camera and a previous trip 
the young man had made into that neighborhood. 
He indicated he had taken some pictures around 
there, not long before. When the farmer seemed 
interested, he showed him a number of his pictures. 















One of them the farmer liked very well. He 
looked xt over appreciatively, saying that he would 
like to have a print made for himself and that he 
would pay for one if the youth should ever come 
around that way again. It was a snap-shot of a 
wooden gate into a farmyard. 

At about that time, the farmer reined up his team 
and stopped. 

"Well, I guess I’ll have to let you off here; this 
is as far as I go.” 

"Is this your place?” asked the young man. 
There was a twinkle in his eye. 

"Yes, this is my gate,” was the reply. The young 
man broke into a laugh. When the farmer looked 
at him, puzzled, he reached for the pictures again 
and handed him the one he had admired so much, 
asserting, "You don't seem to know your own gate. 
This picture is of this very gateway.” 

The farmer had not recognized his entrance to his 
own farm which the camera presented to him at a 
little different angle from the accustomed one. 

In this incident, Katie Bell, you have another case 
of someone who had eyes but didn't see. And there 
are many things in this world that people look at 
but never really see. People go all through life 
without seeing them. Among the most interesting 
of all are boys and girls, their mothers and fathers, 
the groups they form, the way they live together, 
the changes that take place in their habits, customs, 
laws—in everything! Most people are oblivious to 
everyone else except their own family and friends; 
they just don't see people at all although they are sur¬ 
rounded by a whole world of them. And if they are 
even slightly aware of humanity, more often than 
otherwise they are unfriendly toward individuals 
who are different in some way. "If he is different 
from me, he is my enemy,” most of us say. And 
we steal from and kill each other, and often live 
like beasts in a jungle. 

Now, I'm going to tell you about the other way 
to see without seeing. 

This incident has to do with a woman who was 
a "shut-in,” that is, she was afflicted with an illness 
which made it impossible for her to go away from 
her own humble home. The time was the year, 
1876. It was the year of the Centennial Exposition 
at Philadelphia. 

The woman greatly desired to see the Exposition, 
but of course she could not go. 

So she determined to see it "by proxy,” as they 
sometimes say. She got together all the newspaper 
articles she could find which had to do with the 
Exposition, all the railway maps, the advertising 
material, and whatever else might be of aid to her 
in "visualizing” the Exposition, throughout. These 
she studied earnestly and systematically. 

Before the Exposition was over, friends called 
upon this woman to tell her about their trips to 
Philadelphia and the great sights of the Centennial. 
But they found themselves somewhat embarrassed; 
for the woman knew more about what they had seen 


(and failed to see) than they could tell themselves. 
With only an honest desire to add to her knowledge 
of the Exposition, she asked them questions. Many 
of the questions she asked were beyond their ability 
to answer. She could tell them more about the ex¬ 
hibits as a whole, and in more detail, than they 
could tell her. 

The central figure in still another incident was 
also a woman; or it might be more accurate to say 
that there were two women, mother and daughter. 
The mother was too old and two limited in health 
to travel. 

When the summer vacation came on the particu¬ 
lar year I have in mind—a recent year—the daugh¬ 
ter decided to take a trip down the South American 
coast as far as the chief seaport of Ecuador. This 
she did, and expressed much enjoyment of the trip 
However, she confessed to me that her mother, who 
had read up carefully on the points of interest the 
daughter’s trip would cover, was better informed 
when the daughter returned than she herself. 

The daughter was neither a frivolous nor careless 
person. She had been there, in person. Yet foe 
those who cannot go around the world, north and 
south, east and west, by latitude and by longitude, 
where no roads are, and no vehicles can carry you, 
or where you are prohibited from going, there is 
another way to see the world. It is the way of see¬ 
ing through the eyes of others. And that is the 
way this mother went to Ecuador. 

In this hour, Katie Bell, we are all being called 
to see. And to identify what it is we see—to under¬ 
stand and know. Not only so, but vastly more than 
any little girl could dream, you are being called to 
see the world . Not just your own house and yard, 
and the path to your school and your friends' houses 
and yards; not just one village, or one city, or a 
state as big as California. But the whole world. 
This is the hour when you must take the whole earth 
into more serious account than ever we did in the 
days that are gone. This is something that is essen¬ 
tial for you to think about if you are to understand 
and help build the World Community. 

Next month I shall write you another letter, and 
the next, and the next. Meantime please try to re¬ 
member about the young man who lived so long 
without ever seeing a sunset; and the farmer who 
did not recognize his own gate; about the "shut-in” 
who saw the Centennial Exposition from her own 
modest home, saw more than many who were ac¬ 
tually in Philadelphia; and the mother of the school 
teacher who "traveled” to Ecuador and saw more 
than her daughter who actually visited South Amer¬ 
ica. What I want so much is that you, Katie Bell, 
and many others shall be aware of the world. Also, 
that more of us shall understand what is going on in 
the world, and why. 

Would you not like to be one who has eyes, and 
sees? I hope so. Now Goodbye for this time. And 
I wish you would learn to think of me, as some other 
children have for many years, as just

May I, first of all, introduce myself? For the past 
three years I have been a student at Yale Divinity School, 
where I met you and knew well your daughter and your son- 
in-law. Please give my very best regards to Walt and Mary. 

Recently you wrote Rev. Paul Worley of Marion, Va., 
concerning your spring speaking tour. He has passed the 
letter on to me, knowing how interested I v;ould be in the 
possibility of having you here at Emory and Henry College. 

I am just beginning to serve as a teacher and chaplain in 
this small Methodist college, in the synthwrflj] nf -- r 

the state, and part of the new program of this year provides 
for a series of visiting preachers for our Sunday morning 
college worship service. It is concerning this part of our 
program that I am writing you. 

Can you be with us for Sunday morning. May 3, at ten 
o’clock? We are not able to offer any real stipend for 
your service, but we are able to help defray your expanses 
to the extent of $25.

Dear Kirby: 


Irene Ford has turned over to me your card sent a few days ago. When in the 
late summer wc corresponded with you about your generous offer to give as enough 
copies of your new pamphlet to mail to our entire list, we had had a surplus in 
the treasury for some months, and e:-cpectecL that we could get the pamphlets out 
almost immediately, either along with some other material or in a special iiia iling* 
Then our income started to drop, largely as it now appears because we are not tak¬ 
ing in new members at the same very rapid rate that prevailed from July 19 ^ 0 - 
July lQ4l. At an y rate, we have got to watch our step now on expenses. Irene 
also found that it would be necessary to purchase special size envelopes for 
these pemplets. We are terribly sorry for the delay* We plan now to get them 
out soon. We certainly will have it done just as soon as possible. 


I might add,, regarding our financial situation, in which you too are interested, 
that there is no falling off in interest and contributions of the membership as 
compared with last year. A survey of our people who give ?20 or so and over 
indicates that in almost every case they are giving more this year than last. The 
problem arises because, on the basis of increased membership and the demaifs of the 
situation, v;e adopted a, substantially bigger budget than last year. ITaturally we 
are nov; having to make an extra effort to raise it. F or twelve months now we 
haven't made any 3,0.S. appeal to our members. We are now organizing such an 
appeal. There are already clear indications that we shell have no great difficulty 
in coming out in the clear at the end of the year. 


However, it nay well be that we are going to have to pull i 
this year, with increased taxation, rising cost of living, 
any ideas on that point, I'd like very much to have them.

T. T. Swearingen 
Accepts Pastorate 

Resigns 12-Year Service in the 
United Society to Become 
Pastor at Wilson, N. C. 



T. T. Swearingen, executive secretary 
of the Department of Religious Educa¬ 
tion of the United Society has resigned 
this position in order to accept; the call 
to the ministry of First Church, Wilson, 
N. C., effective Jan. 1, 1942. 

A statement of the acceptance of the 
resignation by Robert M. Hopkins, presi¬ 
dent of the United Society, released last 
week, follows: 

“Dr. Swearingen for 12 years has been 
connected with the Department of Reli¬ 
gious Education, and since 1936 has 
served as its directing executive. He 
has during these years made a permanent 
contribution 
to the society 
in its educa¬ 
tional pro¬ 
gram. He 
has been an 
honored, effi¬ 
cient and be¬ 
loved member 
of the Cabi¬ 
net of the so¬ 
ciety. During 
his adminis¬ 
tration the 
Department 
of Religious 
E d u c ation 
has reached a 
high level of 
educational 
effectiveness that has had direct influ¬ 
ence on the educational activities within 
our churches generally, and in our vari¬ 
ous state and national organizations. In 
the relationship that exists between the 
United Society and the Christian Board 
of Publication, Dr. Swearingen has ren¬ 
dered a service that is especially helpful 
t,o the religious education work of our 
brotherhood. 



To Wilson January 1 

<f A desire to return to the local pas¬ 
torate from which he came to the society 
in 1929 is the chief reason for Dr. Swear¬ 
ingen leaving us now. The Wilson 
church and the state of North Carolina 
are to be congratulated on having per¬ 
suaded him to come to them. He will 
leave the society on Jan. 1 with the un¬ 
animous love and appreciation of its 
staff at headquarters, of his associates 
particularly within the educational divi¬ 
sion and of the field force of the Depart¬ 
ment of Religious Education. Doubtless 
the Board of Trustees will take action 


at its meeting in November expressing 
officially the reluctance of the board to 
see him go. 1 * 

Mr. Swearingen is a native of Missouri 
and received his early college training at 
Pritchett College, Glasgow, Mo. He at¬ 
tended North Central College, Naper¬ 
ville, Ill.; and received his Bachelor's 
Degree in 1923 and Master's Degree in 
1924 from Phillips University. 

Emergency Million 
Total Now $90,753 

Indiana Has Contributed $26,277; 
Virginia Team Collects $8,100 
In One Week 


Emergency Million teams are now com¬ 
pleting the last half of the first period 
of solicitation. They are working in Illi¬ 
nois, Ohio, Iowa, and Nebraska, and have 
completed the general approach in Indiana, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Virginia, and the Capital area. On Oct. 
31 the Emergency Million had reached 
the total of $90,753.01. 

The total amount collected is distrib¬ 
uted as follows from the states that have 
been visited to date: 

Capital area, $13,041.50; 

Indiana, $26,277.70; 

Michigan, $4,484.50; 

Minnesota, $2,108.00; 

New York and New Jersey, $8,477.50; 

Pennsylvania, $13,218.70; 

Virginia, $14,908.50; 

Miscellaneous, $8,236.61. The effort is 
not yet completed in these states. Receipts 
are constantly coming in. Many of the 
churches have not yet been visited but 
plans are being made to follow through 
on the first approach of the workers of 
the Emergency Million. 

The Emergency Million team having 
the most outstanding week was the one 
in Virginia. In the week of Oct. 19 this 
team turned in a total of $8,100. The 
churches of the Baltimore area were as¬ 
signed a goal of 20 units or $2,000 and 
raised 33 units, $3,300. 


Debt Settlement Offered 
Bondholders of University 
Church, Seattle, Wash., have of¬ 
fered the congregation an oppor¬ 
tunity of settling their church in¬ 
debtedness, which at present is 
$200,000. If the church can raise 
$30,000 before Jan. 25, 1942, to 
be presented to the bondholders, 
the balance of the debt will be 
but $60,000 and this sum will be 
payable on an easy long-time con¬ 
tract. J. Warren Hastings is pas¬ 
tor of University Church.

Church, Kansas City 


Burris Jenkins, 73, pastor of Community 
Church, Kansas City, Mo., for more than 
34 years, is relinquishing active leader¬ 
ship of the church but will continue in an 
advisory capacity.

. 1 am wearing my (first pair of bi-focals. Hitherto I have used two pairs of -glasses. 
With one of them, I .could read ’fine print, but when I looked up, the distant vision was 
blurred. With the other, I could safely drive my car, but .could not make out bold letters 
on a page. Now I possess this marvelous device which -fuses, twio lenses into one, and 
sets the borders ifor near land distant vision according to the habits of my use. Ihave 
always marvelled at the ability of the eyes to adjust themselves, in a moment to the 
varied tasks of sight. Now I am deeply grateful to Benjamin Franklin who first in¬ 
vented bi-focals. I know that my sense of awe at this discovery will wear dim, as I 
grow older, and the idea becomes accepted as commonplace. But I hope never to lose 
my determination to live a fbi-ifocal life. I want to be able to look down, without self- 
deceit, into all the harsh realities of life, but I want to be able to look up, without dismay, 
toward the eternal purposes of 'God. 

There was^ a man named Jeremiah, with a bi-focal soul. He was born 650 years 
before Jesus, into decades otf tragic turmoil. A sensitive, diffident village lad, with 
deeply religious compassion, he suddenly saw, as a young man, the overwhelming cor¬ 
ruption Oif city life,—the lust, the injustice, the dishonesty of men in high places,_the 

mean bargaining of power-politics. 

He surrendered his life to the cause of the right. He turned away from family, from 
fortune, from friendship, and spoke out boldly, as from the Lord. They burned his 
writings, lashed his back, pilloried him in the stocks, cried out that he preached just 
what their enemies approved. For forty-one years, he bravely kept on in the midst of this 
spiritual conflict. No miracle came to support his claims, no fulfilled prediction justified 
his words, but he kept on, winning only a handful of believers, who were doomed to 
adversity and exile. 

All this he saw, when he looked down. And he was not afraid to look down, seeing 
all the stark reality clearly. But he knew how to look up. 

“The Lord’s comfassions fail not , 

They are new every morning . 

It is good that a man should both hofe 

And fatiently wait y 

For the salvation of the LordT 

The words are read by the Jews at the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem each Friday. 
Trainees of the spirit cherish them in their own lonely discipline. Boys in the camps, 
caught in the meshes of world hate, are stronger when they remember Jeremiah. Mary 
Reed, 86 years old, after fifty years as a ldper among lepers, has never been lonely because 
she had as companions the Jeremiahs of the world. 

Join the ranks of those who live bi-focal lives. Look down, frankly and boldly, into 
all the trouble of the world. iSpare yourself no part of terrible reality. Then look up. 
Hope, and wait patiently, for the salvation of the Lord.

In order to understand how capitalism works, and just why it has run its 
course and become senescent, we present the following illustration. In¬ 
stead of millions of business men, we will suppose that TWO men own all 
the capital structure of our Nation, and watch what happens. We will say 
that JOHN DOE and RICHARD ROE own all the wealth and that each employs 
one-half of all the people in some capacity or other.

NOTE THE FOLLOWING; 1, When Doe made his profit (1,2,3,7), Roe was left 
an equal amount in the red (1,10)* Money is like a cistern; cannot take 
out MORE than is put in* When someone makes a profit (takes out more 
than he puts in) someone else must take an equal loss. II, Before Doe 
put his profit back in (cistern) circulation (12), Roe had a large GROSS 
surpluss (11) which it was impossible to sell; no money; cistern empty. 

III. After Doe put his profit back in circulation (12), the GROSS surplus 
(11) was reduced by just that much, thus showing that every dollar not 
promptly spent-invested means Surplus Goods. IV. After the people had 
spent the extra money they received when Doe invested his profit (12), 
they had spent every cent they had in the world (cistern empty), so that 
NET surplus of goods CANNOT be sold. V. Note that $80 billion (volume of 
money) was all used once (velocity), while $10 billion of it was used a 
second time, bringing total national income up to $90 billion (6,12) which 
was ALL spent for consumer goods; but Selling Price of all goods was $100 
billion (3), $10 billion MORE than was put in circulation (cistern). This 
inevitably left NET SURPLUS of $10 billion in goods (13). 

IN GENERAL: I. This NET SURPLUS of goods is added to each year by the 
net surplus of that year until the load "of"" unsold goods becomes so heavy 
those holding it are forced to sell, this knocks bottom out of everything 
and we have a panic or depression. II. Each panic the mortgagee foreclo¬ 
ses thus concentrating wealth still more, until today just a "few" own 
most of the wealth. III. As the "few" WILL NOT spend their income for con¬ 
sumer goods they do not need, and as they CANNOT invest their wealth as 
the saturation point for investment has been nearly reached, they withhold 
their money from circulation (the cistern), thus making the GROSS surplus 
become the NET surplus of goods since transaction (12) is omitted, 

DEMURRAGE or UNHOARDABLE money introduced into the above will FORCE the 
spermTTng-investing (cistern-izing) of profits (12) , thus reducing GROSS 
surplus down to NET surplus. Unhoardable money will also FORCE the Inves¬ 
ting (cisternizing) of old capital (1) even though profits (2) are reduced 
from ten to one billion; this will automatically reduce the NET surplus 
(13) from ten down to one billion, thus easing the constipation in trade. 
When profits (2) reach zero, NET surplus (13) also becomes zero.

Ministers Denounce 
Colonel 

Ministers of Denver felt this threat to 
place “out of bounds” churches whose 
preachers criticized the President’s policy 
to be too potent with danger for them Jo 
remain silent. Accordingly they released 
the following: “It is a time-honored prin¬ 
ciple of American democracy that every 
American has a right to attend the church 
of his choice. On this matter there is no 
debate. When, therefore, this right of 
freedom to worship is challenged, one of 
the fundamentals of American democracy 
is attacked. The report in the public press 
that Col. Early E. W. Duncan, command¬ 
ing officer at Lowry Field, contemplated 
issuing an order prohibiting soldiers at his 
post from worshiping at certain churches 
necessitates the reaffirmation of this, a 
fundamental freedom of every American. 
If, as a military policy, religious freedom 
is to be taken away from America, how 
can we pretend to give any kind of free¬ 
dom to the rest of the world? For this 
freedom our fathers settled America. On 
this freedom we, their children, take our 
stand.” The statement was signed by Paul 
Roberts, dean of St. John’s Cathedral, 
Samuel W. Marble of Trinity Methodist, 
S. J. Mathieson of Central Christian, Clar¬ 
ence W. Kemper of First Baptist, Raymond

The Red Cross Holds a 
Midwest Conference 

On this important occasion H. J. Hughes, 
assistant to the chairman of the American 
Red Cross, Washington, D. C., and the 
Countess of Limerick, president of the 
London county branch of the British Red 
Cross, were the leading speakers. The 
countess recounted the great service of the 
American Red Cross during the bombings 
of London. One hundred London hospitals 
had been hit. Of the American supplies 
sent but 4 per cent had been lost en route. 
It was stated that the American Red Cross 
is spending $11,500,000 this year.

A two-day session of the regional con¬ 
ference of defense health and welfare serv¬ 
ices revealed that minority groups such as 
Negroes, Spanish-Americans and Indians 
are being denied defense jobs in the area. 

President Robert L. Steams of the Uni¬ 
versity of Colorado called 15 representa¬ 
tive citizens together for a half-day con¬ 
ference on preparation for post-war condi¬ 
tions. 

The Denver council of churches and re¬ 
ligious education was recently organized 
for closer correlation of all phases of 
church work. John L. Griffith is president. 

The Colorado council of churches has 
just completed a series of convocations at 
Fort Morgan, Fort Collins, Longmont, La 
Junta, Pueblo and Denver under the 
leadership of Nelson Dreier. Justice John 
C, Young concludes two years as president 
of the council.

We have had a concern for a number of months and as National 
and Local Peace Leaders seem to have the same thoughts, we are em¬ 
boldened to make this proposal. We are impressed by the lessons of 
history that the documents codifying the great advances in coopera¬ 
tion just as 5n the case of our own constitution, were the product 
of some individual or group which had the right plan ready'at the 
right moment even though the plan was ahead of the thought of the 
majority of the people of the time. 

A. The Opportunity - Perhaps within the next five months, per¬ 
haps in the next five years, will come the opportunity to present a 
blueprint for the remodeling of the world. Will those who do not 
place reliance on force have a blueprint ready? will the remodeling 
present the kind of world we want? 

B. The Nee d - Various interventionist groups and even the gov¬ 
ernment are studying the problems that must be solved, but always with 
the thesis of force and the basic question of who shall control that 
force, usually with the tacit understanding that America and England 
will have won a knock-out victory. Since the assumption of "dictation' 
and force to maintain the system dictated assumes an unjust order it 
is not likely that the basic adjustments will be fairly presented in 
these plans. The historic peace groups who stand on the broad basis 
of the principles of Christianity and high religion must prepare a 
blueprint,, 
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If we force the world to turn for the peace plans to those who have 
waged and urged the waging of war, we have sold out our oft asserted 
principles that war breeds war; that a just peace will not grow out 
of a war; that .the way of pacifism must ultimately be followed. 

G* The Next Step - We would like an expression of opinion from 
the few pacifist leaders to whom we are sending this as to the feasi¬ 
bility of the plan, means of carrying It out, etc. We should determine 
what questions need to be researched (and we mean research, not just 
written upon) and what, if any, research and material is already avail¬ 
able from others. A tentative general outline to be covered should be 
decided upon. 

D. Who Should Garry On From There - Vi/e need a Director of Re¬ 
search and such other assistance as may be needed or can be afforded. 

It seems to us that this effort ought not to be appropriated by any 
organization and made its "baby' 1 , but that we need the best minds in 
or outside of the organizations so that every organization, national, 
state or local, should have as a part of its program an effort toward 
11 the kind of a world we want". 

E. A P ossible Plan of Action - 

1. Obtain the necessary financing. We can, if necessary, 
furnish toward the expenses of this undertaking for the first year 
# 1 , 000 . 

2. Select a director of research; recommend as many quali¬ 
fied persons to work on a volunteer or part-time basis in different 
fields as we can. 
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3„ progress on the basis of using material already available 
in the research of others in having our view - our function mainly 
beirg correlation and research to fill in the gaps. 

4. Parcel out to various organizations and individual co¬ 
operating research men, problems on which they are trained or inter¬ 
ested so that we may obtain several reports on each issue. Tie in 
local peace groups by getting as many as possible to consider a cer¬ 
tain issue for which we might prepare an outline each month. 

5. Obtain and maintain such contacts as possible with 
British and other groups here and abroad working on substantially 
the same basis. 

6. Name an executive committee who, with a research director 
and staff would, make temporary and final reports (with a real bibliog¬ 
raphy) . 

7. Carefully select from our groups those who due to contacts 
or position, could best present our plans to the Governments. List 
our contacts and use them. We have no thought of political pressure 
and we recognize that leaders will be searching for plans and will 
appreciate ours, if we really have something to offer and present it 
at the proper time. 

Fo To get the Ball Rolling - We felt that two persons who have 
worked and are working vath many of the key pacifists and ail of the 
historic peace organizations, should propose this plan and temporarily 
act as a clearing house for your expressions of approval or disapproval 
rather than to have the call come from only one organization. We have 

i 
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sent this outline to the persons whose names are on the enclosed list. 
It should and will he sent to others. we will appreciate your adding 
names to he included. 

Please address your rpplies to us a l t 1104 Hills Building, Syracuse, 
N.Y. If you desire the plan to move forward you may wi'gh to suggest 
three or four persons to sit together in planning the next steps.

Institute for Peace Caravaners the coming June 19 to 27* 


In an attnmpt to learn from experience, we are planning a somewhat different 
kind of Institute for this year* Poliowing is a general outline of our 
plans: 

1. The Institute will be one week in duration instead of ten days and 
located at a camp ground (Lakeside, Ohio) is a possibility) instead of 
on a college campus* 


2* We should like the Institute to consist of a number of seminars which 
would follow an agenda prepared in advance and covering the fields which 
would be most helpful to the Caravaners in getting their community work 
done during the summer. Included in this training would be 6£cfcotiri*, 
all the help we could give the itudents in the clarification and grounding 
of their convictions. 

2* We shall choose three or four men who are well grounded religiously and 
versed in the broad field of advancing peace education and conviction 
in communities in the United States, who will be the leaders and resource 
people of the Institute. All these resource people would be present for 
every seminar and would guide the thinking of the students as they made 
their way through the agenda. The only lectures, as such, might come 
during some of the evenings, when the resource leaders might take turns 
presenting subjects that could best be handled through lectures. 

We need your help more than ever, if that is possible, in this kind of 
Institute. We are asking A.J. Muste, Haymond Wilson and possibly 
Warren Mullin, along with you, to make up the leadership. 

We would plan to prepare and circulate the agenda for the Institute 
to all the leaders well in advance so that all could make suggestions 
and help prepare the final draft. 
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Under this plan we would not divide the responsibility for the various 
fields of emphasis among those of you who are leaders, but would have 
the value of your thinking on all aspects of the problems of peace 
education today* 

We shall be happy to hear your comments regarding.these plans for our 
Training Institute as well as word from you that you definitely can be 
there*
